BAY FILLY 
By Gallant Fox—*Ondulation, by *Sweeper. 
*Ondulation is dam of the French stakes winner 
Iago and the winners Leopardus, Riparian, Rip- 
ples, Rippler, and Waves, and the producer *Rip- 
pling Star. This filly is full sister to the 2-year- 
old Gilded Wave which has not started. 


CHESTNUT FILLY 
By *Alcazar—Valse, by *Sir Gallahad IZ. 
Valse, foaled in 1933, was a winner in two sea- 
sons. She is also half-sister to the stakes winners 
Vicar and Vicaress. Her first foal is the 2-year- 
old Valpone, by *Alcazar, which has not started. 


BAY FILLY 
By *Jacopo—Lady Diver, by *Sir Gallahad II. 
This filly is a full sister to the winners Blue 
Sheets, Selmajack, and Air Cooled. These are all 
the foals of Lady Diver, except a 2-year-old 
which has not started to date. 


BAY FILLY 
By *Alcazar—Ripples, by *Sir Gallahad II. 
This is the first foal of Ripples, foaled 1935 and 
winner at two. The second dam is *Ondulation, 
dam of the stakes winner Iago and five other 
winners. 


BAY FILLY 

By *Alcazar—Bobbles, by *Sir Gallahad III. 

Bobbles has produced the French stakes winner 
Dixiana (one of the top 2-year-olds of her year), 
and the winners Betty Byrne and Deception from 
five foals old enough to race. Her present 2- 
year-old has not raced. Bobbles also is_ half- 
sister to St. James (Futurity, etc., sire of James- 
town, etc.).

They are the stakes winners Perifox 
and Olympus (in England), the winner Peri- 
metric and a 2-year-old which has not raced.

Cozy Time did not race. Her first foal was 
Foxton, winner in two seasons. Her second foal 
is Grail, which has started only once at two this 
season. Cozy Time is a daughter of Coquette, 
stakes winner of 10 races, including the Clover 
and Demoiselle Stakes, Paumonok Handicap, etc. 


BAY FILLY 
By Gallant Fox—*Marianne, by *Prince Palatine. 
Excluding her 2-year-old of 1940, which has not 
started, *Marianne is the dam of the winners 
Marinette (also dam of the stakes winner Miney 
Mynerson), Easy Bid, and Mariato from five foals. 


BAY FILLY 

By Gallant Fox—La Palina, by *Ambassador IV. 

La Palina has produced the stakes winners 
Black Devil and Palma and the winners Foxy 
Locksy and Golden Fox. This filly is a full sister 
to all but Black Devil. La Palina won and placed 
in stakes. This filly’s second dam is *La Flam- 
bee, grandam of Omaha, Johnstown, Jacola, 
Flares, etc. 


BAY FILLY 
By Gallant Fox—Vicaress, by Man o’ War. 
This is the first foal of Vicaress, foaled 1932. 
Vicaress was a stakes winner of 15 races and 
$25,515 in three seasons, and half-sister to the 
stakes winner Vicar.

Sold At Public Auction, 1933-38 


Twenty-nine yearlings, the produce of 13 mares, were 
sold for a total of $106,650. To July 16, 1940, these horses 
had won $337,987, or $231,337 more than cost price. 


Twenty-seven (93.1°/,) had started—20 (74°/,) had won— 
9 (33.3°/,) of the starters won stakes. Four were placed, 
three unplaced. 


Sixteen of the above yearlings were by *Bull Dog. They 
brought $97,700, yet won $251,902, or $154,202 more than 
original cost price. All 16 started—13 (81.2°,) had won— 
5 (31°) of the starters won stakes. Nine of the yearlings 
were stud colts and all won. 


The 13 *Bull Dog winners have won 69 races to July 16.

N THE BLoop-HORSE next week there will be 

pages and pages of advertising for the year- 
lings to be sold at Saratoga during the month of 
August. There will be, in addition to other ma- 
terial, a list of all the yearlings catalogued for 
sale, arranged under their sires, with the names 
of their respective consignors and the dates on 
which they are to be sold. 

Since THE BLOoop-HorsE staff began its annual 
routine of inspecting the yearlings to be sold at 
Saratoga the impression has been formed, and 
steadily bolstered by new evidence, that this 
year’s Saratoga buyers will be bidding on an un- 
usually good crop of horses. We have remarked 
along this line in earlier years, though never as 
positively as this time, and whether we were 
right on any of those occasions remains doubtful. 
We did not recognize last year's yearlings as any- 
thing out of the ordinary as a group, but thus far 
the colts and fillies from Saratoga apparently 
have gained far more than their usual share of 
attention in the actual racing results. So it is 
reasonable to assume that we don’t know a vin- 
tage crop when we see one, and (for our own 
comfort) that no one else does. (It is difficult 
enough to pick a good horse, much less a good 
crop.) But this time we have corroboration from 
many sources. On farm after farm we have 
found breeders—-whose experience has taught 
them caution in such matters—asserting with 
confidence that their own yearlings are exception- 
ally good as compared with their averages. 

The question, however, is academic as far as 
breeders are concerned. They want to know what 
the market is going to do, or, more specifically, 
how much money they are going to take home. 
Our own view of the market is, we believe, more 
optimistic than that of the average consignor. We 
foresee a small decline in prices—15 per cent at 
the most, probably less. 

Conditions outside of racing are bearish, those 
inside the sport are bullish. While Hitler bran- 
dishes his tomahawk over England’s head, Ameri- 
can business waits and watches, pop-eyed with

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fearful imaginings. During this period of doubt 
the stock market marks time and everything 
slows up—except racing. 

In racing there is very little manifestation of 
the cosmic turmoil. There is a tremendous amount 
of racing, and it appears certain that now, at 
length, the trend is going to be toward larger 
purses, toward a general improvement of condi- 
tions, toward a livelier interest in improving the 
earning power of the individual horse. New 
York’s pari-mutuels have already increased the 
distribution in that State, and next year, we may 
safely assume, they will provide a further in- 
crease. New Jersey’s pari-mutuels ought to add 
to the upward push. The support of race tracks 
all over the country has been good, and competi- 
tion for the best horses is getting keener. 

All this adds up to higher prices for yearlings, 
or would do so if we did not have to make an in- 
definite subtraction to account for the war and 
the fears it entails. But, after all, racing gen- 
erally minds its own business fairly well. In the 
last few years we have made it a practice to esti- 
mate market prospects mainly from factors with- 
in the sport, and in general have come very close 
to the mark. We feel that internal conditions are 
better than for several years, and that this in- 
ternal force toward higher prices is much too 
strong to be entirely overcome by external in- 
fluences. 

One internal factor which will tend to depress 
the Saratoga average is the record number of 
horses to be sold. There are 723 yearlings in the 
list to be published next week. If the percentage 
of those dropped out before sale time remains 
normal, about 675 of these will be sold. That 
would be about 5 per cent more than the 643 
yearlings sold last year, which was about 15 per 
cent more than the number sold the year before. 
The Saratoga horses sold this year will represent 
about 10.8 per cent of the 1939 crop of foals (now 
numbering 6,266), while the 1939 Saratoga sales 
represented about 11.4 per cent of the foal crop. 
So we aren't going any closer to the bottom in 
getting Saratoga material, but we may be get- 
ting closer to the bottom of the buyer's pocket.

Chestnut colt by Diavolo—Mil, by Hydromel: 
Strong, compact, smooth, balanced. From such 
a sire and maternal grandsire might have been 
expected an extra big colt, but this one is 
medium-sized, neatly turned, and rather fine in 
quality. 

Bay filly by Gallant Fex-—Laura Dianti, by 
*Wrack: Out of Challedon’s grandam, herself a 
good race mare. Medium-sized, quick, racy, 
wide-bodied, smooth, with a very good head. Has 
a light, graceful walk. 

Bay filly by *Pharamond Ii—Gay O’Mar, by 
*Gay Ronald: Brother to Mythical King, half- 
brother to Jacomar. One of the strongest fillies 
going to the sales. Very good about the forehand. 
The first filly produced by a good producer. 

Chestnut filly by Stimulus—-Struggles, by Bal- 
lot: Chunky, smooth, balanced, fine, feminine, 
and true. 

Chestnut filly by Agrarian—-Nedna, by *Nego- 
fol: True-shaped, racy, quick, lightly built, fine in 
quality, with an excellent feminine head. A good 
advertisement for a young sire. 

Chestnut filly by Sweep All--Sunshine, by 
*Tchad: Blocky, wide-bodied, wide-forked, smooth, 
and well muscled. 

Bay filly by Gallant Sir—Sand Dust, by Lord 
Rock Sand: Neat, good-bodied, well balanced, 
racy sort, fine and feminine, well assembled, and 
with a light, graceful, regular stride.

Charles W. Black 


A GOOD market for fillies at Saratoga this 
year would be very good news to Charles 
W. Black, master of Silver Lake Farm at Frank- 
fort, Ky. Mr. Black, who has had more than his 
share of the wrong kind of luck in recent years, 
and who meets all his huck, good or bad, with the 
same kind of grin, has only one colt in the con- 
signment of six which will represent him at Sara- 
toga on the evening of Tuesday, August 6. 

Brown colt by Jock—Flora McFlimsy, by Bal- 
lot: Fairly tall, deep and narrow through the 
body, with a smart head and neck well set on, 
fine in quality. Owned jointly with N. P. Little. 

Chestnut filly by Jamestown—Carrie B., by 
*Short Grass. Flashy, strong, true, of medium 
build, with excellent head held fairly high, short 
back, high croup, and straight hind leg. A very 
good one. 

Brown filly by Jamestown—Rolanda, by Wise 
Counsellor: Racy, strong, balanced, plainly fin- 
ished. 

Bay filly by Good Advice—*Jaganath, by Jug- 
gernaut: Stylish, wide-bodied, strong, impressive, 
truly shaped. A very good example of the well 
turned stock got by this young son of Wise Coun- 
sellor. 

Bay filly by Good Advice—-Elusive, by The 
Manager: Good-sized, wide-bodied, strong, smooth, 
balanced, properly put together. Consigned joint- 
ly by Mr. Black and his neighbor, C. W. Martin.

Almahurst Farm 


ITHIN a few years Henry Knight’s Alma- 

hurst Farm, in Jessamine County, Ken- 
tucky, has been transformed from what I suppose 
was a show place of Standardbred breeding to 
what I am quite sure is a show place as a Thor- 
oughbred nursery. Of course, paint and brass 
and cleanliness and carefully tended roads do not 
make horses, but extreme care in the one is a 
fair indication of extreme care in the other, and 
Manager Marvin Childs, a reconstructed trotting 
horse man himself, has the Saratoga yearlings as 
sleek and glistening as may be. 

The home sires, Ladysman and Sun Teddy, are 
represented by seven colts. Sun Teddy has four, 
Ladysman has two, and the other is a toss-up. 
The mare All Forlorn, a stakes winner, was bred 
to Ladysman and Sun Teddy on the same day. 
She apparently did not get in foal, and was sent 
back to the races, where she won twice before it 
was discovered that she was in foal. The colt, 
a chestnut foaled in May, is smallish (14.3), neat 
and racy, with good joints, medium short in the 
back, short in the cannons. He is one of those 
colts that is into everything (he had to be pulled 
out from under his manger, by the tail, before 
the afternoon was up), and his attendant de- 
scribed him as the “most horse in that amount 
of hide you ever saw.” 

Of the four by Sun Teddy (they are all chest- 
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nuts), one of the best was from the winner Gay 
Quest, a rather compact, strong individual, with 
a good head, short cannons, wide quarters. Deli- 
cat, by *St. Germans, also has a blocky, strong 
sort, flat in the croup, good in the shoulder and 
forearm. He stands straight and true. The colt 
from Autumn Nymph is good-bodied, strong, and 
smooth, short in the cannon, deep in the chest, 
well ribbed out and muscled nicely. The Arch 
Duchess colt is strong, rugged, lengthy, with good 
muscle, straight hind legs. He has a little row 
of splints down the outside of his off hind can- 
non. They are small, should come off without 
any impairment of his racing ability. 

Ladysman’s representatives are both 
smooth and strong. The colt out of Indian News 
is perhaps the more like his sire, but he will not 
be as much on the leg as Ladysman. He is big- 
bodied, fast-looking, high and strong behind, with 
straight hind legs. The Gooseflesh colt is sturdy, 
rather short-backed, with good bone, stands 
straight, and moves well. He is a sound, likely 
prospect. 

Also among the colts are four by outside sires. 
The best-looking is the bay by Coldstream—Car- 
bina, by Supremus, a well finished, strong, racy 
colt, with a strong middle-piece, high flat croup, 
straight hind legs, pretty big feet. At a guess, 
he is the best racing hopeful in the consignment. 

Sweep All—-Pelota colt, a brother to the stakes 
winner Sweepalot, is nicely modeled, substantial, 
fairly short in the back, well muscled, and full 
of vitality. 

When Shandon Farm was dispersed, Alma- 
hurst bought Owena, by The Porter, and last year 
she dropped a full brother to Burning Star, by 
Burning Blaze. He is a strong smooth colt, with 
the short back of a stayer. He is muscled well 
down front and back. 

The Whichone—Mary T. colt, a bay, is a little 
smoother than many of the Whichones. He stands 
over a lot of ground, is very high behind, has big 
joints, and ought to be very fast. 

All of these colts (omitting the May foal from 
All Forlorn), are much of a size, and I do not 
think any of them would vary an inch from 15.1. 

Sun Teddy also accounts for two of the fillies. 
The chestnut from Gallerne (three-quarters sis- 
ter to Hadagal and Pansy Walker) is a substan- 
tial, strong one, long from hip to hock, with good 
bone. The bay from Chiclard (half-sister to Blue 
Delight and Lightspur) is well balanced, neat, a 
trifle on the leg, but short in the back and strong 
behind. 

Another stallion with two fillies in the consign- 
ment is *Royal Minstrel. The one out of Heed- 
less Gal is registered as a brown, but this may 
have to be changed to grey. She is a compact, 
blocky sort, very substantial and strong, and she 
should run as far as fillies have to go. The other, 
a brown half-sister to Bold Venture, out of Pos- 
sible, is good-sized and strong, better in front, 
but with straight hind legs as well. She has big 
ears, which some seem to think is important. 

Coffee Cup, a sister to Today, has a bay filly 
by Chance Play, a smooth, strong, clean-legged 
filly, very strong and truly made all around. 

The Ladysman—Merry Irene filly is a bay, 
rather lengthy, big-bodied, very strong behind.

to the Almahurst Farm of Henry Knight, a few 
miles from Lexington in Jessamine County. But 
there was no change in the custom of sending a 
consignment of yearlings to Saratoga each sum- 
mer, and this year’s lot, consisting of six colts 
and three fillies, is another good one. 

Three of the colts are by Ariel, which also was 
moved from the former Greenwich Stud, and now 
stands at Mereworth. Generally recognized as 
an excellent sire of speedy and precocious stock, 
Ariel has had a good year, even for him. His 
1938 crop, a good many of which were sold at 
Saratoga last year, had 24 foals to live to racing 
age. Already 13 of these have won, and included 
are the early Florida development Maemante, and 
two of the ranking 2-year-old colts, High Breeze 
and Chicuelo, all three of them Saratoga year- 
lings of 1939. 

One of the nicest of the three is the brown 
from Marciana. He is a good-sized, lengthy, well 
finished sort, very fast-looking. His croup is 
high and strong, his bone good, his legs clean and 
well put on. He should be a good winner, perhaps 
a high-class one. The Zosara colt is a strong, 
smooth, masculine bay, also rather long, with a 
straight hind leg, a wide chest, well fitted shoul- 
der. He is about the same size as the other 
(15.142, we guessed), has some quality. The 
brown from Good Choice is Ariel all over, fast, 
powerful, with bulging muscles and smooth 
finish. He is medium long, extremely well 
muscled behind, particularly in the gaskins, is 
long from hip to hock. Mishaps excepted, all 
three of these should be winners by next year’s 
Saratoga auctions. 

The other three colts are by different sires. 
One which will get a lot of “lookers” is the bay 
from Balladier—Theia, and thus a half-brother 
to High Breeze. He is perhaps 15.2, is strong, 
stylish, with big strong joints, high flat croup, 
straight hind legs. 

The *Jacopo—Primrose colt is a quick, good- 
bodied brown, strongest behind, is alert and 
energetic, with a quick swinging walk. 

The Hadagal—Geisha Girl colt is smooth, well 
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finished, handsome. He is rather long, stands 
over a good deal of ground, has clean legs. 

Of the fillies, the most promising was the bay 
by Ariel—Sable Lady, a sister to El Morocco, 
which the British Bloodstock Agency bought at 
Saratoga and took to England, where he was 
among the leading 2-year-olds of 1939. The filly 
is very stylish and smooth, deep in the body, 
strong behind, with rather short cannons and 
plenty of bone. 

The other two fillies are by Hard Tack. Ariel 
Queen has a medium-sized (14.3), racy, and well 
turned brown daughter, very quick-looking, and 
up well behind. Teco, dam of the stakes winner 
Show Up, has a lengthy, strong one, with a good 
deal of scope, very good through the withers and 
shoulder.

Charles A. Asbury 


IVE yearlings—four colts and one filly—will 
go to Saratoga this year from Charles A. As- 
bury’s Hedgewood Farm. Topping the consign- 
ment are two colts by the unlucky Flying Heels, 
which died just as his worth was becoming recog- 
nized. He has out 15 2-year-old winners already 
this season, and his get should be in demand. The 
better of the two, I guessed, was the one from 
Kamila, by *Light Brigade, and thus a full 
brother to Mr. Deeds. He is about 15 hands tall, 
is of medium length, and is smoothly finished. A 
well sprung barrel, good muscle, and clean legs 
all around make him an interesting prospect. The 
other Flying Heels, out of Poverty, by *Donna- 
cona, is about as tall, possibly not quite as heavy, 
and is a well made, collected sort. He is especially 
good in front, and like the other Flying Heels 
colt has good bone and legs. He may be a bit 
longer from hip to hock than the other one. 
The Halcyon—Fake (by Morvich) colt is a 
very attractive little horse, considerably sug- 
gestive of Halcyon before that son of Broomstick 
filled out in stud. Halcyon himself is still a bit 
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short of 15.2, and this colt may make as large a 
horse before he stops growing. He is quick, 
smooth, finely furnished, stands over a good deal 
of ground for his size. He is a bit high behind, 
muscled well, and as Halcyon used to do, he “runs 
all the time.” The chestnut colt by Burgoo King— 
Celanire, by Wildair, is a medium-sized, lengthy 
sort, high in the croup, and with the elasticity of 
movement that marks a speedy sort. He over- 
strides considerably, even at a slow walk, and he 
may be the first winner from the lot. 


The only filly from Hedgewood is by Halceyon— 
Royal Duchess, by *Royal Minstrel. She is an- 
other which should win-early, being light,a little 
leggy, with the long pasterns which *Royal Min- 
strel sometimes got. She ought to come to hand 
early, and she is a well made filly, with high 
withers, straight hind legs, good bone and muscle. 


Coldstream Stud 


A somewhat larger consignment than usual is 
going from Coldstream Stud to the Sara- 
toga auctions this year, but most of the 24 head 
which will be offered are of the usual Coldstream 
quality, and the consignment should make one of 
the higher averages of the sale. For many years 
the get of the home stallion *Bull Dog, have made 
both the bulk and the reputation of the Cold- 
stream consignment, but now, with more and 
more *Bull Dog fillies returning to the farm to 
augment the broodmare band, a larger number 
of outside sires are represented. The farm has 
the stallion Reaping Reward to cross with the 
*Bull Dog blood, but his first get are foals of 
this year. 

There were approximately a dozen persons to 
inspect the Coldstream yearlings on July 17. 
There were only 10 colts, so there had to be ves- 
tiges of agreement on the tops among them, and 
discussion got so warm that finally the two 
which had the strongest following were brought 
back and shown together. Though there remained 
a strong minority report, opinion inclined in favor 
of the bay *Bull Dog—Fairy Eyes, a brother to 
the stakes winner Top Dog. He is of medium size 
(15.1 or so), compact and stylish, with rather long 
rein length, excellent shoulder well fitted to the 
neck, fairly short cannons, and simply muscle all 
over. He seemed something of the type of Cold- 
stream, which has grown into as powerful-look- 
ing a Thoroughbred as I have seen. 

The runner-up was a bay colt by Brevity— 
Barbara, and thus a half-brother to the Selima 
Stakes winner Talma Dee. He is something of 
the same type, a little shorter in the neck, a little 
longer in the middle piece, high and flat in the 
croup, with good bone, straight hind legs, and is 
also very well muscled. 

Another of the tops was a very flashy chestnut 
by The Porter out of the Alabama stakes winner 
Floradora. He is hardly as fine as The Porter’s 
get usually are, Floradora being a big, rugged 
mare. He is lengthy, very strong, short in the 
cannons, with big, durable joints, and he walks 
with a good springy stride. 

The only other outside sire represented among 
the colts is *St. Germans, which has a strong, 
neat brown colt out of the stakes winner Log. 
He runs to the *St. Germans type, may not de- 
velop fast, but should be a good one. 

Of the remaining six colts, three are by *Bull 
Dog, and two are by Coldstream or *Bull Dog, 
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Annenberg to Prison 


On July 22 Moses L. Annenberg, surrendering 
to U. S. Marshal William H. McDonnell in the 
office of a Chicago attorney, began the 720-mile 
journey to the Federal penitentiary at Lewisburg, 
Pa., to begin a three-year sentence for evasion of 
income tax. It was understood that he would be 
taken to the Federal prison at Milan, Mich., for 
the night, would go on to Pennsylvania July 23. 

Annenberg, lord of the racing wire services, 
publisher of the Philadelphia Inquirer and chief 
owner of Daily Racing Form, the New York 
Morning Telegraph and other publications, had 
risen in a long and spectacular career from the 
station of newsboy, in typical American fashion. 
His business was chiefly outside the law, his 
methods of eliminating competition were occa- 
sionally ruthless. All this was condoned for many 
years, until virtually all racing information trans- 
mitted to handbooks over the United States paid 
its tribute. But Annenberg committed what is 
apparently the unforgivable sin; he failed to pay 
his income tax. 

Last year prosecution began, and as a sop to 
the prosecution Annenberg voluntarily ‘“surren- 
dered control” of Nationwide News Service, chief 
medium of handbook information. The service 
suffered slight interruptions during the fall, but 
is now virtually as efficient as ever, though under 
other names. Annenberg entered a guilty plea to 
a charge of evading $1,217,296 in income tax in 
1936, with the understanding that other charges, 
including one of conspiracy, against him and 
against a number of his employees, including his 
son, would be dismissed. The Federal Govern- 
ment agreed, on June 4, to accept payment of 
$9,500,000, over a six-year period, in back income 
tax, and a few weeks ago the first payment, of 
$800,000 was made. 

On July 1 Annenberg was sentenced to three 
years in prison on the one charge to which he 
pleaded guilty, but a stay of execution was 
granted, while attorneys filed a petition for sus- 
pension of the sentence. The petition was filed, 
claiming that imprisonment would endanger An- 
nenberg’s life, and that immediate operations 
were necessary. Annenberg, said the petition, 
suffered from ‘heart, sinus, and rectal troubles, 
arterio-sclerosis, anaemia, and insomnia.” 

On July 17 Judge James H. Wilkerson, who had 
imposed the sentence, overruled the petition, de- 
nied a request for a six-week stay of execution. 
Since a plea of guilty had been entered, no appeal 
was possible, and, as Judge Wilkerson remarked, 
“That ends it.”” Annenberg, 63 years old, went 
home to see a grandson born a few weeks ago, 
told a reporter: “I am going home to say good- 
ble to my family. I am physically broken. I am 
going to do the best I can, if I live.” On July 22 
he surrendered to authorities and was taken to 
prison. He will be eligible to parole in one year, 
and his sentence, with maximum time off for good 
behavior, could be ended in two years and 113 
days. 

Joseph E. Hafner, only Annenberg employee 
who went down with his chief, surrendered on the 
same day and was taken to Cook County (Chi- 
cago) jail to begin a five-month sentence for aid- 
ing Annenberg in the income tax evasion.

Letters to the Times 


IRST objection to Belmont Park's plan for a 

$50,000 handicap at 21, miles, as far as this 
observer noted, was a letter to the New York 
Times in which the writer, not a professional rac- 
ing man, remarked, “There are no horses in this 
country worthy of winning $50,000 for a race of 
that distance. Such an event probably would re- 
sult in a gallop run in trotting-horse time be- 
tween such old nags as Tobacco, Malicious, and 
sundry valuable additions from Thistle Down and 
the Leaky Roof Circuit.” 

This is the sort of thing against which Belmont 
Park will have to steel itself, if its new distance 
program is to be successful and permanent. It is, 
I think, the honest objection of a race-goer to 
whom a distance race is an event for cheap 
platers. It is obviously a foreign notion to the 
writer that there can be good horses at 214 miles, 
and it is equally obvious that he believes that such 
distance events as exist are freak races, run for 
by horses which cannot do much else. 

It is impossible to blame anyone for having 
such opinions, for they are exactly what would 
be formed by surveying our racing for the last 10 
years. There have been so few distance races, 
and these of such small value, that it was worth 
the while of no one with a really good horse to 
prepare him for them. And most of the distance 
races put on through the Mid-West were for 
$1,000 and $1,200 platers which did not have the 
speed to win at 114, miles. The writer of the let- 
ter has no doubt read, under the by-lines of com- 
petent Turf writers, references to 14,-mile races 
as “distance events,” and he has seen the term 
“marathon” applied to anything over 114 miles. 
His opinions are about what one would expect 
from anyone whose roots do not reach back to an 
earlier day. 

Whether there are any horses now in America 
“worthy of winning $50,000 for a race of that dis- 
tance”’ this observer is not prepared to dispute, 
and neither is anyone else. There is no way of 
finding out the genuineness of a stayer unless he 
is given something to stay in. Certainly no 2\4- 
mile horses are going to pop up without 214 -mile 
races, and this seems to me to be one reason for 
the occasional failure in the stud of horses whose 
performance, as far as they were asked to go, 
was good enough. With equal certainty, there 
will never be any worthwhile stayers unless there 
is an adequate racing program built for them. 


Belmont's Problem 


ELMONT PARK, as the result of its recent 

additions, now has by far the most remark- 
able distance program in America, and it might 
be compared without much loss to any racing 
program anywhere. It has the longest important 
handicap in the new 214,-mile New York Handi- 
cap, and a good supporting event in the 114-mile 
Manhattan Handicap. It has the longest 3-year- 
old specials of considerable value in the 114-mile 
Belmont Stakes and the 15,-mile Lawrence Reali- 
zation. It has the longest 3-year-old filly event 
in the 1%-mile Coaching Club American Oaks. 
And, with last week’s announcement, it has the 
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longest handicap for fillies and mares in the 
Ladies’ Handicap, now extended to 14 miles. It 
has the longest weight-for-age race in the two- 
mile Jockey Club Gold Cup. 


What Belmont Park needs now is a campaign 
of education, for a new generation of racing 
patrons, who have forgotten, or who never knew, 
the value of stamina in the Thoroughbred. Of 
course one Exterminator, mowing his field down 
in the stretch of a long race, would convince 
more people on a summer afternoon than any 
campaign of education could ever do, but Ex- 
terminators aren’t to be produced for the wish- 
ing. Fortunately Belmont Park has a powerful 
publicity department, which might be geared to 
fit the occasion. 


Given time, I think the track will be able to 
prove its point. The Belmont Stakes, already, 
has a better record in the production of success- 
ful stallions than any other 3-year-old special in 
the land, which is a good starting point for em- 
phasis on the value, in estimating probabilities of 
stud success, of a race which requires bottom as 
well as speed. It is extremely likely that both the 
breeding of the winners of Belmont Park’s new 
distance races, and their future record in the stud 
will back up Mr. Vanderbilt’s judgment in offer- 
ing the events. 

But it may be a long pull upward, for reaction- 
ary ideas always have a rough trip. It is an 
article of faith, in our progressive land, that to 
go back is to acknowledge defeat, even if one has 
lost the scent.

Arlington Park 


HE second of Arlington Park's three richest 

events, the Arlington Classic, came on the 
penultimate Saturday, July 20, and resulted, as 
the Arlington Lassie Stakes had done a week 
earlier, in an unexpected development, when 
Dixiana’s Sirocco turned in a surprise victory. 
It was no narrowly eked out victory, with an out- 
sider hanging on to win from a late-running 
favorite—it was a smashing seven-length triumph 
and the margin could have been wider had not 
George Woolf taken his mount in hand. The 
time, 2:03, was nothing remarkable for Arlington 
Park’s lightning oval, and Sirocco, running the 
last quarter-mile in 26 seconds, was gaining 
steadily over the rest of the field. Taking noth- 
ing from the obvious superiority of the Dixiana 
racer, the result of the race, and the manner in 
which Gallahadion and Bimelech were beaten, 
tends to harden an already definite suspicion that 
the 3-year-olds of 1940 are no particularly gay 
lot. 


Supporting the event was a 5!o-furlong sprint 
for 2-year-olds, won quite easily by the Arlington 
Lassie second, J. E. Widener’s Misty Isle. The 
*Sickle filly had no difficulty disposing of a field 
which included Flying Streak and Whirlaway, 
winning by a little more than two lengths. Im- 
mediately after the Classic a one-mile event for 
3-year-olds, under allowance conditions, was of- 
fered. The winner here was Mrs. J. Grossman's 
Valdina Star, a Sortie colt which won comfort- 
ably. running the mile in 1:37, exactly the time 
of the first mile of the Classic. An allowance 
event for older horses, at six furlongs, resulted’ in 
a front-running victory for Lexbrook Stable’s 
Potranco, a 3-year-old Judge Hay gelding. Favor- 
ites fared rather poorly during the day, with 
Misty Isle, backed at 7 to 10, the only one to win 
on the eight race card. 


The 30-day Arlington Park meeting closes July 
27, with the rich Arlington Futurity as the prin- 
cipal event. The race, the first of the “big money” 
events for 2-year-olds, is likely to draw a field of 
15 or thereabouts, with Attention, winner of the 
National Stallion Stakes at Belmont Park. a pos- 
sible favorite. War Result, Chicuelo, Swine and 
Sway, Swain, Kansas City. Whirlaway, and Cu- 
antos are among the nrobable starters. The race 
is expected to gross about $55,000, and its winner 
will be the 2-year-old leader at least until de- 
velopments come at Saratoga. 


The Arlington Park meeting has been a con- 
spicuous success on its financial side, with at- 
tendance and betting going far beyond those of 
recent years. The distribution to horsemen has 
been increased also, and all in all the 30-day ses- 
sion is one of the best that mid-Western racing 
has enjoved for a good while. On July 29 Wash- 
ington Park will take over, and the revived 
American Derby, the Washington Park Futuritv. 
and the $25,000 Washington Park Handicap will 
be the principal events. Minimum purses at the 
track, planned at $900, have been raised to $1,000, 
and it is likely that Washington Park also will 
set some records in the class of its racing. The 
managements of Arlington and Washington Park 
seem closer together even than before the recent 
sale of Arlington Park, and their cooperation is 
resulting in what amounts to 60 continuous days 
of high-class racing in Chicago. 
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Sirocco's Classic 


The spring 3-year-old stakes, a rich group in 
which the Kentucky Derby, Preakness, and Bel- 
mont Stakes are the most important, with the 
Blue Grass, Chesapeake, Wood Memorial, Dwyer, 
Withers, and others as the principal supporting 
events, ended with E. R. Bradley’s Bimelech in 
command, even though he had been twice beaten. 
On July 20 began the rich summer series, includ- 
ing the Classic, American Derby, Travers, and 
others, and the leader pro tem is Dixiana’s 
Sirocco, which on that date won the twelfth run- 
ning of the Classic ($30,000 added, 3-year-olds, 
11%, miles), in another of the surprises which 
come regularly with the defeats of Bimelech. 

The Bradley racer was an odds-on favorite, as 
he has been in every start this year, with his 
regular jockey, Freddy Smith, in the saddle. 
Milky Way Farm's Gallahadion (126) was a fairly 
strong second choice, having won a preparatory 
race on the previous Saturday in excellent style. 
Sirocco was fourth in the betting at 13 to 1. 

When the field was sent away, Arnold Hanger’s 
Dit (123), which was credited with defeating 
Bimelech in the Kentucky Derby by giving him 
such a race for nine furlongs that he had nothing 
left to repulse Gallahadion, started off in front. 
Andy K. (123) was also away fast, but he at once 
threw away his chances by drifting out, and after 
the field was around the first turn he was no 
longer in the race. Bimelech (126) was also with 
the first flight, and around the turn he went into 
the lead. Dit came forward again, and Jockey 
Smith, perhaps remembering the Derby, took 
Bimelech back to allow the Transmute gelding to 
make the pace. Gallahadion was running third 
at this point, and Sirocco was a moderate fourth. 

Going to the last turn Bimelech was sent at 
the leader under light hand riding, and he went 
up willingly, took the lead. Gallahadion, as was 
to be expected, made his run at the same time 
and began closing on Dit, which was giving way 
easily. But moving with him came Sirocco (121), 
ridden by heady George Woolf, who has won 
many a big race on an overlooked outsider. Run- 
ning like the hot, destructive wind for which he 
is named, Sirocco rushed at the leaders, circled 
them so fast that radio announcers had no time 
to call him anywhere between fourth and first. 
Gallahadion had caught Bimelech only a few 
strides before he was in turn passed by Sirocco, 
and the Sweep All gelding, simply running over 
his field, went on out to an unbeatable lead. He 
was five lengths in front at the furlong-pole, and 
though he was taken in hand in the last 50 yards 
he finished seven lengths ahead of Gallahadion. 
Bimelech, tiring but still gaining a little on Galla- 
hadion in the last sixteenth. was third three 
lengths farther back, and Dit, used up in the 
first six furlongs and stopping badly, was fourth

Sirocco was foaled at Charles T. Fisher's Dixi- 
ana, Lexington, on April 12, 1937. At two he 
won the Walden Stakes and two other races. 
This year he had not won a stakes race, but 
had been rather unlucky to lose the Yankee 
Stakes at Suffolk Downs July 4 by a nose. In all 
he has started 18 times, won six races, finished 
second three times, third five times, and has 
earned $54,575. He is the best winner bred at 
Dixiana since Mata Hari, a foal of 1931. His 
dam, Miss Toro, was also bred by Mr. Fisher. 
She won one race at two, one at three, and has 
preduced no other foal of racing age. The sec- 
ond dam, Miss Jemima, was a good racer and 
producer. She was bred by E. R. Bradley, but 
raced for C. E. Rowe, of Lexington, winning 21 
races and $42,057, including the Clipsetta, East 
View, Flash, and Spring Trial Stakes, and shar- 
ing a dead heat for the Quickstep Handicap. She 
produced her first foal, Dr. Washington (first 
named Land of Dixie) for Mr. Rowe in 1924, and 
thereafter was transferred to Dixiana. She has 
produced 10 foals of racing age, nine of them 
winners, the other a good producer. The win- 
ners, in addition to Miss Toro, are Dr. Washing- 
ton, Elegy (14 wins to five), Far Star (Debutante 
Stakes, Arlington Futurity, and dam of the 
stakes winner Star Boarder), Miss Prudence (at 
two, three, and four), Manager Mike, King’s 
Heir (Hopeful Handicap), Dark Beauty, and 
Radiogram.

Four for Doping 


The suspension of four horsemen, in connection 
with the stimulation of Single Ply at Hagers- 
town July 12, was announced July 19 by Chair- 
man Chester F. Hockley, of the Maryland State 
Racing Commission. The four men were W. G. 
Marion, who was ruled off indefinitely, Trainer 
William G. Whitney, and two grooms, Allen Wil- 
liams and W. Shappard, who were suspended for 
60,days. Chairman Hockley said the commission 
was convinced that Trainer Whitney was unaware 
that the horse had been stimulated, that he was 
exonerated of all blame, but that a “60-day sus- 
pension is justified by his carelessness of not giv- 
ing proper attention before the race to the horse 
which he saddled.”

Empire City 


AST week the betting at Empire City was a 

little heavier than it had been the previous 
week, but not enough so to keep the daily aver- 
age above $700,000, where it had been since the 
first week, including the July 4 holiday. The 
turnover on July 20 was the first on a Saturday to 
drop below $1,000,000, the total being $984,802, 
but the off-day betting was up enough to give a 
total of $4,047,882 for the week, and to bring the 
total for the first 18 days of the meeting to $12,- 
450,463, a daily average of $691,692. The current 
week is the closing one for the meeting, and the 
average turnover is not likely to drop much be- 
low its present figure. 

The July 20 card had two stakes carded, the 
East View and the Fleetwing Handicap. The 
East View drew only a fair field of 2-year-olds, 
and it was won without much trouble by Victor 
Emanuel’s Omission, a precocious Florida de- 
velopment which is holding his winter form much 
later than such early youngsters usually do. The 
Fleetwing went to the favorite, Arnold Hanger’s 
He Did, which made a fine run under top weight 
of 132 pounds to get to the front after he had 
apparently been beaten. It gave the Victorian 
horse his sixth straight victory, kept his record 
for the current year unspotted. He Did is an en- 
tire horse, and he seems the best chance for per- 
petuation of the line of the short-lived Victorian 
when he enters the stud. 

The program of July 20 was a good one, even 
apart from the stakes, with only one claiming 
event on the card. The first race, for maiden 2- 
year-olds, resulted in a victory for Hal Price 
Headley’s Pet, which was the eighth 2-year-old 
winner by *Pharamond II this season, from. a 
crop of 22 living foals of 1938. <A sprint for 3- 
year-olds, under allowance conditions, began the 
double which He Did completed, being won by 
Mr. Hanger’s Dotted Swiss, a home-bred by 
*Quatre Bras II. 

A Class C sprint, for 3-year-olds and up, was 
won by W. H. Lipscomb’s home-bred filly Redlin, 
by Dunlin. Ridden by Donald Meade, the filly, 
an 11-to-1 chance, ran in front all the way and 
won easily, with Merry Knight and True Call in 
a dead heat for second place. A Class B event, 
at 14% miles, went to Mrs. B. F. Whitaker's 5- 
year-old *Sickle gelding, Sickle T., favored in the 
betting. 

The only claiming race was for a $1,500 purse 
at 114 miles, and it went to Mansfield Stable’s 
Money Muddle, a 7-year-old son of Mad Hatter. 

The Yonkers Handicap, at 14, miles, with 
$7,500 added, is the principal event of closing day, 
July 27, but supporting it is the Wakefield Handi- 
cap, for 2-year-olds at 5% furlongs. The latter 
event may be moderate in class, for the best of 
the 2-year-olds are likely to be at Arlington Park 
racing for the Futurity there, and most of the 
others will be reserved for the happy hunting 
ground of the juveniles, Saratoga, which opens 
the following Monday, with the Flash Stakes, to 
which 154 youngsters are eligible, featuring the 
first day's card. The Yonkers may draw He Did 
out again; he was second in last year’s renewal. 


East View Stakes 


Victor Emanuel’s Omission (120) has been 
beaten too many times and by too many horses to 
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have much of a claim to 2-year-old leadership, 
but he is among the leading money winning 2- 
year-olds of the season, and his record of six 
victories, including four stakes, entitles him to a 
high ranking in his age division. Latest success 
for the Jock colt was in the East View Stakes 
($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, 5% furlongs) at Em- 
pire City on July 20. 

Nelson I. Asiel’s The Fiend (116), a Diavolo 
colt with a previous record of two wins from nine 
starts, was made the favorite, and Christiana 
Stable’s Stimulus colt Ice Water (112), which 
had won only a maiden race, was a split second 
choice with Omission, at a trifle more than 3 to 1. 
Whatever reasoning led to the establishment of 
these odds, Omission, with Donald Meade in the 


‘saddle, refuted it without any delay, by dashing 
' into the lead at the start, increasing it until he 


had the race won, and then easing up through the 
last sixteenth. At the furlong pole he was five 
lengths ahead of The Fiend, which had been his 
closest pursuer to that point, and at the finish he 
was three and a half lengths ahead of Ice Water, 
which improved his position fast after a slow be- 
ginning, and got up to beat The Fiend a head for 
second place.

He Did’s sixth straight victory was won under 
the greatest weight, by eight pounds, that he car- 
ried in any of them, and he may now be ranked 
as the best horse in training at his distance, 
which has varied from the 5% furlongs of Aque- 
duct’s sprint course to 114, miles.

Saratoga's Stakes 


A total of 31 stakes events will be run at Sara- 
toga during the 30-day meeting which opens there 
July 29, headed, as far as value to the winner is 
concerned, by the Hopeful Stakes, run on the clos- 
ing day of the meeting. The stakes program is 
virtually that of 1939, with no new stakes, all of 
the old ones, and indeed the only variation is that 
values at Saratoga fluctuate more, from year to 
year, than do those at other tracks. 

For Saratoga, to the vast delight and consider- 
able profit of the track, is still a sporting meet- 
ing, in which owners are racing chiefly for each 
other’s money. The Hopeful Stakes, for instance, 
will gross about $45,000; $5,000 of this is put up 
by the track, and the remainder comes from nom- 
inations, eligibility payments, and starting fees. 
The Travers will be worth between $20,000 and 
$25,000, and the track puts up $3,000 of this. 
Similarly in other early-closing events, the purses 
are not much more than those of overnight events, 
but the added fees make them extremely valuable. 
One event, in fact, costs the track nothing but a 
trophy. This is the coveted Saratoga Special, 
only race among American fixtures under winner- 
take-all conditions. The purse, made up entirely 
of nominating and starting fees, was $9,000 when 
Bimelech won it last year, and will be worth as 
much this year if there are as many as five 
starters. 

Of the 31 stakes, 11 are for 2-year-olds, includ- 
ing three for 2-year-old fillies. Four are for 3- 
year-olds, two of them for fillies. There are nine 
handicaps for 3-year-olds and up, one of them for 
fillies and mares. Four stakes are steeplechases, 
and the three others are weight-for-age events. 

What Saratoga is going to do about its stakes 
programs under pari-mutuel betting, and what 
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pari-mutuel betting will to to Saratoga are mat- 
ters yet to be resolved.

Challedon and *Kayak II 


It had been originally planned to ship Challe- 
don to Saratoga after the Massachusetts Handi- 
cap, but the colt’s defeat apparently caused a 
change. On July 18 it was announced that Chal- 
ledon was being shipped to Hollywood Park, to 
arrive July 22, with the $50,000 Hollywood Gold 
Cup, run on July 27, as his objective. Trainer 
Lou Schaefer went along with his charge, which 
will be brought back to Saratoga after the race. 

Meanwhile *Kayak II, which appears to be the 
Brann colt’s principal opposition in the West 
Coast handicap, is having difficulties. He pulled 
up slightly lame after a workout on July 13, and 
Owner Charles S. Howard said he had aggravated 
an old injury, described in California newspapers 
as a quarter-crack. He was withdrawn from the 
Argonaut Handicap on that day, but there was 
still hope that he would get to the Gold Cup. 
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RUNNYMEDE FARM 


OURBON COUNTY, Kentucky, has a famous 

Thoroughbred farm called Runnymede, which, 
between its organization in 1867 and its dispersal 
in 1912, produced many of the best horses of the 
American Turf. Under the direction of Col. E. 
F. Clay and his brother-in-law Catesby Wood- 
ford the farm was extraordinarily successful in 
breeding top-class horses, but after the stud was 
broken up no Thoroughbreds were raised there 
until 1935, when former Senator Johnson N. 
Camden (who had married the widow of Brutus 
Clay, son of Col. Ezekiel F. Clay) revived the 
stud, starting out with a few broodmares. 


Last summer Senator Camden had the mis- 
fortune to lose seven of the sucklings on the 
farm, with the result that there are now only 
two yearlings at Runnymede, along with 10 mares 
and seven foals. As there are 368 acres in the 
farm, all in grass, and since Senator Camden 
does not wish to plow the land, he is advertising 
in THE BLOoD-HORSE this week that he would be 
glad to have a number of boarders. To prove the 
value of Runnymede as a home for Thorough- 
breds, Senator Camden has prepared a very in- 
teresting booklet setting forth in skeleton form 
the record of the farm in the production of high- 
class racers. Undoubtedly Senator Camden is 
going to have requests for his pamphlet not only 
from prospective customers but from historians 
and collectors as well. 


At Runnymede stood the stallions *Billet, Hin- 
doo, Sir Dixon, *Star Shoot, and *Knight Errant 
(sire of Roamer and of Lady Errant, winner of 
the Latonia Cup and third dam of Challedon). 


At Runnymede were bred Hanover, Ben Brush, 
Miss Woodford, Raceland, Roamer, Blue Girl, 
Blues, Sallie McClelland, Sir Dixon, Running 
Water, The Butterflies, Agile, Kilmarnock, Lady 
Amelia, Ocean Bound, Buckhorn, Uncle, and 
numerous other good ones. 


Included in the pamphlet is a brief summary 
showing the more famous stakes races won by 
Runnymede-bred horses. The Alabama Stakes 
was won six times by Runnymede products, by 
Belle of Runnymede, Miss Woodford, Millie, Sal- 
lie McClelland, Running Water, and Ocean Bound; 
the Clark Handicap six times, by Runnymede, 
Blue Wing, Jim Gore, Star Charter, Buckhorn, 
and Midway; the Belmont Stakes twice, by Han- 
over and Sir Dixon; the Kentucky Derby twice, 
by Ben Brush and Agile; the Ladies’ Handicap 
four times, by Miss Woodford, Blue Girl, Yankee 
Girl, and Ocean Bound; the Merchants’ and Citi- 
zens’ Handicap five times, by Outcome, Running 
Water, Star Gaze, Roamer, and Midway; the 
Saratoga Cup four times, by Blues, Running 
Water, Star Gaze, and Roamer; the Second Spe- 
cial at Gravesend five times, by Hanover, Ben 
Brush, Blues twice, and Running Water; the 
Spinaway three times, by Miss Woodford, Sallie 
McClelland, and Ocean Bound; the Suburban Han- 
dicap twice, by Raceland and Ben Brush; the 
Tidal Stakes three times, by Runnymede, Barnes, 
and Hanover; the Travers Stakes four times, by 
Barnes, Sir Dixon, Blues, and Roamer; the With- 
ers Stakes three times, by Hanover, Sir Dixon, 
and Kilmarnock. 


Numerous other stakes are included in the pub- 
lished list. Since Senator Camden returned Thor- 
oughbred breeding to the farm five years ago the 
stakes winner Royal Pam has been added to the 
list of Runnymede products. 
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MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


AST week was the climax of the 60-day Suf- 

folk Downs meeting, though it still has the 
current week to run. The $50,000 added Massa- 
chusetts Handicap was the mid-week attraction, 
drawing a crowd estimated from 30,000 to 32,000. 
It was a better day than the corresponding one 
last year as far as betting was concerned, the 
turnover being $632,370 as against $589,000 last 
season. The big race proved a good one, though 
Challedon, the odds-on favorite, could do no bet- 
ter than third. George D. Widener’s Eight Thirty, 
getting four pounds from Challedon but carrying 
no light burden in his own 126 pounds, equaled 
the track record which Seabiscuit had set three 
years earlier, and turned in a performance which 
spoke for itself. It will be interesting to see the 
weights assigned to him and to Challedon when 
the two meet again, as they may at Saratoga. 

Supporting the big race were several non-claim- 
ing events. A $1,500 overnight handicap at a 
mile went to A. S. Pierce’s Panorascope, a 5- 
year-old son of *Carlaris, and a similar event at 
six furlongs was won by Le Mar Stock Farm’s 
Mar Le, a home-bred by Misstep. In a 2-year- 
old maiden event Glen Riddle Farm graduated 
another son of Man o’ War ni War Bugle, which 
just lasted after leading all the way. 

On July 20 the feature was the Mayflower 
Stakes, for 2-year-olds, and in this C. C. Van- 
Meter’s Blue Pair ran his New England record 
to six straight wins, coming from behind to win 
by three-fourths of a length from Arnold Hang- 
er’s Big Stakes, which, though beaten, seems to 
be improving. A meeting between Blue Pair and 
such leaders in other sections as High Breeze, 
Chicuelo, and Attention seems to be in order, but 
it is understood that Blue Pair will be shipped 
back to Kentucky for a rest, will not enter com- 
petition again until fall. In the Mayflower Blue 


Pair also equaled the track record for 51% fur- 


longs. 


In BLUE PAIR, a $600 
purchase from last year’s 
Saratoga sales, C. V. 
VanMeter has caught 
himself a crack 2-year- 
old. After a campaign 
which netted six consec- 
utive wins in New Eng- 
land, including two 
stakes events, the Pair- 
bypair colt will be

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


The supporting event was a $1,500 graded 
handicap, taken by Mrs. C. C. Winters’ Patrol 
Scout, a 4-year-old colt by The Scout, bred by C. 
A. Stone. An allowance race for 3-year-olds 
brought a six-furlong victory to Hal Price Head- 
ley’s Ramases, a son of *Pharamond II, and an 
allowance race for 2-year-olds gave War Bugle 
his second victory in four days. Jockey M. 
Berger got the riding honors for the day, riding 
the winners of the last three races, including the 
stakes event. 

For the first 54 days of the meeting, the track 
was somewhat ahead of 1939 figures. The total 
turnover for the period was $20,338,666, the daily 
average $376,6424. At the same time last year 
the average was $369,182, and though the rate 
of increase is only 2 per cent, the actual amount, 
over a long period, represents a considerable ad- 
dition to the track’s profits. At one time nearly 
$750,000 behind 1939 figures, the track is now 
$402,874 ahead, and may increase this margin a 
little during the closing week. 

On July 27, last day of the meeting, the stakes 
feature is the Puritan Handicap, a $7,500 added 
event for 3-year-olds and up at 1% miles, and is 
something of a consolation for the horses beaten 
in the Massachusetts Handicap. Eight Thirty is 
not likely to be present, and Challedon has al- 
ready shipped to California, but other members 
of the Massachusetts Handicap field will try for 
the Puritain. 


Eight Thirty Equals a Record 


The sixth Massachusetts Handicap ($50,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 14% miles) at Suffolk 
Downs July 17 drew a good field, one which com- 
pared with those earlier runnings in which uni- 
formly good horses have contended. For the third 
time in six runnings, it saw an odds-on favorite 
go down, as William L. Brann’s Challedon (130), 
making his second attempt at the race, did not 
have quite enough speed in the stretch, though he 
was running faster than the leaders at the end. 
He joined a rather distinguished company, as 
Discovery, Time Supply, Firethorn, Esposa, An-

eroid, War Admiral, Pompoon, and Burning Star 
have been among the beaten in the race, with 
Seabiscuit the only favorite ever to win it. Chal- 
ledon was backed at 9 to 10, with George D. Wide- 
ner’s Eight Thirty (126) a weakly supported sec- 
ond choice at nearly 6 to 1. 


When the race began, Brandon Stable’s Pass 
Out (3, 108), a somewhat fortunate winner of the 
Yankee Stakes on July 4, was away fastest, and 
he began to set a blazing pace. War Dog (108) 
tried to go along with him, but could not quite 
match the leader’s speed, and just behind him on 
the outside was Eight Thirty, with Harry Rich- 
ards keeping him under slight restraint. Green- 
tree Stable’s Hash (115) was next, with Challe- 
don well in hand, in eighth place. There was no 
important change in the order for the first half- 
mile, except that Masked General (115) made a 
short-lived thrust which took him to fourth place. 
But in the next quarter the picture began to 
change. Pass Out, going six furlongs in 1:1045, 
began to slow up, and Eight Thirty moved up to 
him. Hash raced past War Dog to take third 
place, two lengths behind the leaders, and Chal- 
ledon, moving between horses, got up to sixth 
place. 


Hash was in fairly close quarters on the last 
turn, and he dropped back to fourth place, behind 
War Dog. Eight Thirty put away Pass Out with- 
out trouble, began drawing away from his field. 
Hash got clear again and started a final attempt 
to run him down, and Challedon, fully extended, 
came along the rails in a powerful effort. 


Eight Thirty was slowing up a little at the end 
—the last furlong was run in 13%; seconds—but 
he had no great difficulty holding off Hash, beat- 
ing him a length, and Challedon, making up near- 
ly three lengths in the last furlong, finished third, 
a length and a half farther back. Pass Out, tiring 
but holding on fairly well, was fourth, a half- 
length farther back, and War Dog dropped back 
to fifth place, two lengths farther away. Behind 
him came Big Pebble (109), Fenelon (3, 105), 
Upstream (108), *Isolater (122), Masked Gen- 
eral, and The Finest (3, 103). The Belair Stud

Eight Thirty now has some claim to the rank- 
ing of the leading handicap horse in training, 
though the four pounds he received from Challe- 
don was about the margin of his victory over the 
*Challenger II colt, and it may take a meeting 
at level weights to get a final decision, unless 
Challedon improves off his race. The Pilate colt 
has started 22 times, won 13 races, finished sec- 
ond three times, third four times, and has earned 
$136,100. This year has been his best, as he has 
won three of six starts and earned $77,600, and 
his defeats were all by horses to which he was 
making weight concessions. 

Eight Thirty is the one hundred and twentieth 
American horse to pass $100,000, and his total 
ranks him fifty-ninth among American money 
winners. He is fourth in winnings, behind Chal- 
ledon, *Kayak II, and Bimelech, among the horses 
now in training. Eight Thirty opened the season 
with a victory in Toboggan Handicap, and par- 
ticulars of his pedigree were published in THE 
BLOOD-HORSE of May 18, page 737. 

Challedon’s third money raised his total earn- 
ings to $258,235, and he is now eleventh among 
American money winners, is the leading money 
winner now in training. 
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The finish of the $50,000 added Massachusetts Handicap on July 17.

Seventh for Blue Pair 


Charles C. VanMeter, one of the oldest of the 
Kentucky trainers now active, took to Suffolk 
Downs this summer a promising 2-year-old in 
Blue Pair, which had started four times, won one 
race, and finished third in two Kentucky spring 
stakes. After the racing of July 20 Trainer 
VanMeter had in Blue Pair a leading money 
winning 2-year-old of the season to that date, 
the winner of six straight races at the Boston 
track, and had refused a $17,000 offer for his $600 
yearling purchase even before the Pairbypair colt 
hung up his principal success, in the Mayflower 
Stakes ($10,000 added, 2-year-olds, 512 furlongs) 
on that date. 

Arnold Hanger's Big Stakes (110), a Psychic 
Bid colt, made the early pace, with Pelisse (110) 
in second place for three furlongs. Blue Pair 
(119), with M. Berger in the saddle, was outrun in 
the first quarter-mile, and was taken in hand. Then 
he saved ground on the turn, was put to a drive 
entering the stretch, and rapidly raced to the 
leader. Pelisse had given up by this time, and 
Big Stakes was tiring a little, could not hold off 
the challenge. Blue Pair went past him in the 
last few strides to win by three-fourths of a 
length and equal the track record which Devil's 
Mate had set three years earlier under 113 
pounds. H. G. Bedwell’s Blensign (119) was 
third, a length and a half farther back, and B. F.

Detroit Figures 


There was a total distribution of $302,700 at 
the 43-day Detroit meeting which closed recently, 
an average daily distribution of $7,040. This 
represents a trifling increase over 1939, when 
distribution at a 49-day spring meeting averaged

Death of *White Satin 


Early this month the 21-year-old *White Satin, 
a son of White Eagle—Merry Gal, by Galopin, 
died at the McCullough Farm in Obion County, 
Tenn. His owner, Jo B. Morgan, Jr., wrote THE 
BLoop-HORSE that he had seen the horse a few 
days before he died and that he was in excellent 
flesh and his “eye was as bright as a yearling’s.” 

*White Satin was bred in England by the Na- 
tional Stud, and was sold as a yearling to Sir 
Hugo Cunliffe-Owen for 3,600 guineas (about 
$18,000). He failed to win at two, won twice at 
three, and at four was put to hurdle racing, 
where he showed some promise. In 1923 “Spec” 
Crawford purchased him, for about $6,500, for 
the account of Rosedale Stable (G. H. Clarke), 
and brought him to the United States. He won 
through the field in Canada late in his 4-year-old 
season, and it was attempted to have him ready 
for the 2'4-mile Ontario Jockey Club Cup. His 
preparation was hardly sufficiently long. and he 
was second to My Dear. Later that fall he in- 
jured a hock while being schooled, and he was 
retired to the stud. For years he stood at J. H. 
White’s Herbert Stud, near Hopkinsville, Ky., and 
last vear he was purchased by Mr. Morgan, who 
breeds hunters and fox hounds in Obion County.

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DEATH OF MRS. T. J. REGAN 


RS. AURORA SALA REGAN, wife of 

Thomas J. Regan and long prominent as a 
breeder of Thoroughbreds, died in the early morn- 
ing of Saturday, July 20, at a hospital in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., after several years during which her 
health had steadily declined. She was 58 years 
old. 

Mrs. Regan, born at St. Thomas in the Virgin 
Islands, was the daughter of Juan and Amelia 
Chadruc Sala, her father being the head of the 
export firm of J. Sala and Company. A noted 
beauty in her younger days, she was educated in 
Eastern private schools and in Europe and was 
known as one of the most accomplished exhibitors 
of show horses. She married Thomas J. Regan, 
who was secretary to W. C. Whitney, then to his 
son Payne Whitney, and who is now business 
agent for Mrs. Whitney. Their children were 
Constance Regan Connors, of Middleburg, Va., 
Mrs. Rigan McKinney, of Long Island and Middle- 
burg, and a son, Gordon Regan, of New York. 
Mrs. Regan is survived by her husband, her chil- 
dren, and one grandchild, Kathleen McKinney.

ITH 39 days of racing, including two charity 
W days, through July 20, Hollywood Park was 
still holding on to a $500,000 daily pari-mutuel 
average, had two more five-day weeks to run, 
with the Hollywood Gold Cup and the 1'2-mile 
Sunset Handicap yet to come.

COMMISSIONERS' PROGRAM 


XCEPT for last summer, when a meeting 

planned at Seattle, Wash., was abandoned, 
the National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners has held a summer meeting each year, 
chiefly as a means of maintaining contact be- 
tween the longer annual meetings held at Miami 
each January. The 1940 summer meeting will 
be held in New York July 25 and 26. The pro- 
gram was released July 23. 

President John Sloan will welcome the commis- 
sioners in his opening address, and Senator John 
J. Dunnigan, of New, York, who is not a member 
of a commission, will respond, as will several 
others. Recommendations from various organi- 
zations, including the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association and the American Trainers’ 
Association, reports from eight committees, and 
an address by Marshall Cassidy, steward for the 
New York State Racing Commission, will make 
up the rest of the first morning’s program, which 
is supposed to be compressed into a 21!,-hour 
period. 

On the second day, in a three-hour meeting, 
seven speakers, including Col. Thomas J. John- 
son, Herbert Bayard Swope, Alfred Vanderbilt, 
Dr. E. M. Bond, and Wayne Dinsmore, secretary 
of the American Horse and Mule Association, 
three reports from committees, round table dis- 
cussions, and any unfinished business will make 
up the program. Colonel Johnson, representing 
the U. S. Remount Service, will deal with the use 
of the horse in modern warfare, as exemplified in 
the current European conflict, and will set forth 
the present state of the Remount Service and its 
resources. The subject of Dr. Bond’s speech is 
the vexed question of insurance for jockeys and 
other race track and Thoroughbred farm em- 
ployees. 

On the afternoons of both days, the commis- 
sioners and their guests attend the races at Em- 
pire City, and on the evening of the first day, 
they will be the guests of Senator Dunningan at 
the Aquacade at the World’s Fair. 

After opening the formalities the meeting will 
hear an address by Marshall Cassidy, recom- 
mendations from various organizations, reports 
of committees on rules, identification, drug tests, 
starting, claiming rules, jockeys and apprentices, 
legislation, and expansion of the national associa- 
tion. A considerable discussion may follow the 
report of George H. Foster, chairman of the com- 
mittee on the claiming rule. 

The crowded program of the second day in- 
cludes not only the business session and speeches 
by Colonel Johnson, Mr. Dinsmore, and Dr. Bond, 
but also addresses by Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, 
president of Belmont Park and Pimlico; Lewis 
Landes, general counsel for The Jockey Club’s 
Community Fund and Guild, Inc.; David C. Alex- 
ander, of the staff of the New York Morning Tele- 
graph; and Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman of 
the New York Racing Commission. Joseph Frost 
is also expected to report on Michigan's Horse- 
men’s Relief Society, and Charles Connors, of 
Massachusetts, on jockey agents. Then there will 
be reports from special committees and round 
table discussions to fill out the morning.

which is almost certainly the same thing, as both 
mares (My Lava and *Maid of Arches) came in 
after being bred to Coldstream and were returned 
to his sire. As good as any, and possibly the top 
in the bidding, is a full brother to Bull Lea, from 
the fine producer Rose Leaves, dam of five stakes 
winners. He is a smooth, well made sort, speedy- 
looking but not necessarily of the sprinter type. 
His back is rather short, so are the cannons, he 
is very muscular, and his legs are clean and well 
put on. The Rose Eternal colt is a rather long, 
substantial, and stylish bay, with well sloped 
pasterns, good-sized, strong joints, very good 
shoulder and hindquarters. He is a well collected 
sort. Fire Lass has a brown brother to the stakes 
winner Huskie Boy. He is sturdy and compact, 
very well muscled, stands straight and a trifle 
under himself. Without having the flash of some 
of the others, he may be one of the best racers 
in the lot. The *Maid of Arches colt, a bay, is 
small, big-bodied, very quick-looking, and ought 
to be an early winner. My Lava’s bay is a stylish, 
rangy kind, high and strong behind, his withers 
up well, his legs clean. I should not expect him 
to stay well, but he should sprint with distinction.

She has a fairly 
shert back, is high behind, has good muscle, and 
stands collectedly.

IX colts and five fillies will go to Saratoga this

The 
sire with the principal representation among 
them is, of course, Mr. Davis’ own stallion, *Co- 
hort, one of the most consistent sires of good- 
class winners in the country, but there are also 
five outside sires with one yearling each.

Davis, who has been in the horse business a good 
many years, is beginning to turn over a part of

*Cohort has two colts and four fillies in the 
lot.

Holton Family 


LKHORN CREEK, with its various branches, 

is the jugular vein of the central Kentucky 
horse country. Down at Forks of Elkhorn, where 
the north and south forks come together, near 
Frankfort, is the farm where the Holton family 
for four or five generations has been raising 
horses. The 83-year-old Llewellyn F. Holton, 
who helps his son Dickie run the farm, still re- 
members the day when old John Harper came 
down from Spring Station and bought Nantura 
and Fanny Holton, which later became the dams 
of Longfellow and Ten Broeck. The intervening 
years have seen no Longfellow or Ten Broeck 
from the Holton farm, but year after year the 
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members of the family have raised a few foals, 
turned out a good proportion of useful money 
winners, and have come pretty close to the upper 
tier of stakes horses on a few occasions. 

One rainy day recently at the Holton farm I 
walked around a big chestnut colt by Jack High— 
Sweet Mary, by Dick Welles, and whistled softly 
as if I hadn’t expected to come upon such an 
animal. 

“What do you think of him?” asked Dickie. 

“Top horse,’’ I answered, with as much of an 
air of authority as I could muster. 

“Well,” said Dickie, “I’ve always wanted to 
take just one cracking good colt up there to Sara- 
toga. Maybe this is it.” 

This is it, indeed, if looks count for anything. 
He is a youngster of commanding appearance, 
standing probably a little better than 15.2, made 
in a classic mold, substantial, powerful, flashy, 
true all round, and fine in quality. He is a very 
aggressive fellow, and there seems to be no doubt 
that he will be glad to get out on the track and 
“level.”” He is owned by L. F. Holton. 

As a matter of fact, there is another colt in the 
three-horse consignment which is extra good. 
This is a chestnut by Bold Venture out of Mary 
On, by Sweep On, owned by L. F. Holton and 
Morton L. Schwartz. He is showy, smooth, handy, 
wide-bodied, short-backed, strongly muscled, and 
very good about the head and neck, with an un- 
usual spread between the jaws.

OR some time it has seemed to me that the 

Saratoga yearlings this season are a vintage 
crop, cleaner, sounder, better grown, more truly 
shaped than in the average year. As a check on 
this impression I have tried it out on a number of 
breeders and have found a surprising number of 
them corroborating it. One of these was the 
elder Thomas Piatt, one of the genuine veterans 
among Kentucky Thoroughbred breeders, whose 
Brookdale Farm is headquarters for his exten- 
sive landholdings in the vicinity of the Fayette- 
Scott county line. 


“This is the best crop of yearlings I have had 
since the John P. Griers,”’ said Mr. Piatt, without 
hesitation. That would be, in Mr. Piatt’s judg- 
ment (which, I can vouch, is honest), his best 
crop in 14 years. 

Mr. Piatt this year has 15 colts and nine fillies 
to offer. Fourteen of these are by sires which 
stand at Brookdale, and the other 10 are by 10 
outside stallions. 

Transmute, a consistent sire of good horses, 
whose stock gained in prestige this year through 
the high-class record of Dit, is represented by one 
colt and three fillies.

Mr. Piatt himself was very 
positive about the merits of this filly. 

Chance Sun, whose first get are running this 
year, is represented by three colts and a filly, of 
which the top one seems to be the black colt out 
of the good preducer *Humanitarian, by Ecouen.

“Look at the 
Ultimus in that filly,” said Mr. Piatt. 

Epithet, a very consistent sire of speed, has 
three colts in the consignment, all good-sized, 
flashy, smooth, and true-shaped. The bay out of 
Miss Cameren, by Macaw, is reachy, well bal- 
anced, long on strength, and fine in quality. The 
chestnut from Saro, by Lucullite, is much like 
his sire in the forehand, with an especially good 
wide head, smartly crested neck, well developed 
withers, and short back. The brown out of Black 
Days, by Black Toney, is also especially good 
about the head and neck. 

Mr. Piatt will offer two colts and two fillies 
from the first crop of Gccd Geods, a rangy horse 
which showed good class in long races but which, 
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paradoxically, is getting blocky, smooth, pre- 
cocious-looking yearlings of a sort very popular 
at Saratoga. Both the colts, from Winds Chant, 
by Wildair, and Forget, by Transmute, are 
blocky, deep-bedied, and strong. I preferred the 
son of Winds Chant, but both colts got a good 
round of commendation from the small cavalcade 
on the inspection tour. The Elizabeth W. filly is 
good-sized, flashy, carries her head high, has good 
substance, and has good legs well put on. The 
daughter of Setfast, by Upset, bore some re- 
semblance to her sire, being big, rangy, fairly 
long in the coupling, and standing over a lot of 
ground. 

Agrarian, young son of *Sickle, has two fillies. 
The daughter of Sun Caris, by *Sun Briar, is com- 
pact, quick, well organized. The one from Kath- 
ryn, by Upset, is flashy, smooth, very quick, fine 
in quality, true-shaped, one of the best fillies in 
the consignment. 

One of the best colts in the entire lot, I thought, 
was the son of Prince Pal out of the onetime 
good race mare Belphrizonia, by *Vulcain. He is 
necthing like so heavy-bodied as the average 
Prince Pal, but is, Mr. Piatt said, like *Prince 
Palatine. He is of medium build, flashy and very 
fine in quality, with an excellent wide head, held 
mcderately high, short back, and strongly mus- 
cled quarters. His legs and feet are very well 
set on. This is, by long odds, the best son of 
Prince Pal I have ever seen bound for Saratoga.

He is small, as a son of 
The Porter (14.342 when fully grown) has a 
right to be. He is neat, well made, stands well 
collected, with a straight hind leg, a good deal of 
bone for his size. He is an April foal, and when 
he is full grown he will be big enough; he cer- 
tainly looks good enough. The bay by *Sickle— 
Friendly Gal, by *Sir Gallahad III, is of medium 
size (15 hands, I guessed), stands over a lot of 
ground, has a lot of power in the quarters. I 
should think he would run as far as any of them. 
The last colt, by Stimulus—Heralder, by *Sir 
Gallahad III, is about 14:3, has a good round bar- 
rel, the strong quarters which Stimulus gets so 
frequently, a rather short neck, very well mus- 
cled forearm. He is longer in the back than most 
of the cthers, and I should guess that his forte 
will be at no more than a mile. But that is the 
kind of a horse that can make money these days, 
while the stayers are making reputations. 

The only filly which Fairholme Stud will send 
is a bay by Reigh Count—Lily Maid, by *Sir 
Gallahad III. She is a deep-chested one, good 
about the shoulder and croup, stands straight 
and walks evenly. She should make a good 
broodmare when her racing days are ended.
